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DETAILED ACTION AND ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-32 have been presented in the amendment dated December 30, 
2004. 

2. Claims 1 ,4-9,12-17,20-25 and 28-32 (now renumbered as 1-24) have 
been examined and allowed. 

3. The Examiner has accepted drawing filed on June 30, 2000. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as 
recited in the independent claims 1,9,17 and 25. 

The Jones prior art reference (US 6,460,105 B1) teaches prioritizing 
events by event type and a receive buffer for receiving event packets (Col. 7 Ln. 
1 -43), however, Jones does not teach ordering of events such that a queuing 
function queues event IDs by type, and by priority within a type of queue whereby 
an associated acknowledgment has multiple states, and the associated 
acknowledgment for events first queued is set in a processor unaware state. 
Further, none of the prior arts cited on IDSs of September 19, 2005 and October 
12, 2005 teaches a queuing function that queues events IDs by the type of event, 
and by the priority within the type queue, and associates an acknowledgment 
with each type of event whereby the acknowledgment has multiple states, and 
acknowledgment for events first queued is set in a processor unaware state. 
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Nor was a reference uncovered that would have provided a basis of 
evidence for asserting a motivation that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made, knowing the event packet buffering system in this 
specific environment, would have integrated or modified the event packet 
queuing/buffering system as taught by Jones with the queuing of event IDs by 
type with the priority within the type of queue whereby an acknowledgment have 
multiple states and associated with each type of event to result in an event buffer 
management system as recited in the context of the independent claims.
